We  are  growers  of  Gladiolus  bulbs,  and  have  learned 
to  appreciate,  with  hundreds  of  others,  the  wonderful  possi- 
bilities of  the  Gladiolus.  In  the  past — -and  not  so  very  long 
ago,  either,  our  mothers  carefully  cultivated  and  enjoyed  the 
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old  time  kinds, — small,  and  mostly  shades  of  red  and  orange. 
But  during  the  last  fifteen  or  twenty  years  quite  a large  num- 
ber of  magnificent  new  sorts  have  appeared.  Messrs.  Lemoine, 
Groff,  Burbank,  Kunderd,  Christy,  Banning  and  others  have 
been  patiently  working  along  the  line  of  originating  larger 
and  more  beautiful  kinds,  and  as  the  result  we  have  today 
new  varieties  of  Gladiolus  so  large  so  wondrously  beautiful 
in  form  and  color  that  they  irresistably  appeal  to  rich  and 
poor  alike.  They  have  been  well  named  “The  People’s  Or- 
chids,” for  while  they  embrace  the  beauties  of  the  Orchids, 
they  can  be  grown  by  any  one  who  has  a few  feet  of  Mother 
Earth  on  which  the  sun  shines. 

A new  monthly,  “The  Modern  Gladiolus  Grower,”  edited 
by  Mr.  Madison  Cooper,  of  Calcium,  N.  Y.,  has  just  completed 
its  first  year,  and  has  been  of  great  service  in  popularizing 
the  Gladiolus  among  many  who  were  not  familiar  with  its 
wonderful  possibilities. 

We  are  the  more  eager  to  introduce  the  Gladiolus  to 
more  people  because  it  is  so  easy  to  cultivate.  Many  of  our 
best  known  flowers  are  so  pestered  with  insect  enemies,  and 
have  such  a short  season  of  bloom  that  the  average  person 
cannot  spare  enough  time  to  successfully  grow  them,  and  be- 
comes discouraged.  By  planting  Gladiolus  in  succession,  a 
few  at  a time,  from  April  1st— 15th  to  June  15th,  and  planting 
early  and  late  varieties,  the  season  of  blooming  lasts  from 
July  1 st  to  October  1 st,  and  even  later,  with  almost  no  trouble 
from  insect  enemies.

Cultural  Directions

THE  SOIL. 

The  Gladiolus  will  grow  and  thrive  in  any  soil  where 
corn  will  grow,  and  where  the  sun  shines,  but  a light  loam  or 
sandy  soil  is  the  best.  If  the  soil  is  heavy  it  may  be  improved 
by  working  in  a mixture  of  sifted  coal  ashes.  Well  rotted 
manure,  pulverized  sheep  manure  or  a high  grade  potato  fer- 
tilizer, thoroughly  mixed  with  the  soil  will  also  be  very  bene- 
ficial. 

CULTURE. 

The  culture  of  the  Gladiolus  is  of  the  simplest.  Plant 
the  bulbs  in  good  soil,  made  as  mellow  as  possible  early  in 
the  Spring,  as  soon  as  the  frost  is  out  of  the  ground,  4 to  5 
inches  deep  if  soil  is  light,  but  only  3 inches  deep  if  soil  is 
heavy  clay,  and  4 to  6 inches  apart.  Stir  the  soil  frequently 
with  hoe  or  hand  cultivator,  especially  in  dry  weather,  and 
keep  free  from  weeds. 

PROLONGING  THE  BLOOMING  SEASON. 

By  following  with  a succession  of  plantings  two  weeks 
apart  till  June  1 3th,  and  by  using  early  and  late  varieties  it  is 
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possible  to  have  a constant  and  bountiful  supply  of  beautiful 
flowers  from  July  1 st  till  late  in  September  and  even  till  Oc- 
tober. 

CUTTING  THE  BLOOMS. 

To  get  the  most  satisfaction  from  the  flowers,  cut  the 
spikes  as  soon  as  one  of  the  florets  is  open  and  put  in  vases 
in  the  house.  Give  fresh  water  daily,  removing  any  florets 
that  are  commencing  to  fade  and  cutting  off  half  an  inch 
from  the  base  of  the  stem.  Treated  in  this  way  every  flower 
spike  will  last  from  a week  to  ten  days.  If  left  to  bloom  out 
of  doors,  pick  off  all  withered  blooms  daily.  This  will  add 
much  to  the  appearance  of  the  garden. 

STORING  THE  BULBS. 

After  the  blooming  season  is  over  and  before  the  ground 
is  in  danger  of  freezing,  dig  the  bulbs,  cutting  off  the  tops  to 
within  one  inch  of  the  bulb.  Lay  them  in  shallow  boxes  or 
flats  exposed  to  the  sun  for  a day  or  two,  then  put  them  in 
the  cellar  in  a cool,  dry  place,  removing  the  roots  and  old 
bulbs  any  time  during  the  winter.

A grand  old  favorite  which  is  still  just  as  much  admired  as  when 
it  was  introduced  nearly  10  years  ago  by  Mr.  Frank  Banning.  It  is  a 
delicate  pink,  transfused  with  softest  lavender,  with  a beautiful 
sheen  over  all,  and  always  so  fresh  and  dainty  that  one  involuntarily 
seeks  to  inhale  fragrance  from  the  beautiful  flower.

The  flowers  are  well  expanded,  well  placed  upon  the  stalk,  pure 
white,  with  faint  lavender  streaks  in  the  lower  petals.  In  form  they 
resemble  the  Childisii  type.  They  are  borne  on  tall,  straight  stems, 
and  from  5 to  7 flowers  are  open  at  one  time.  It  is  one  of  the  earliest 
varieties  to  bloom,  hence  valuable  as  a cut-flower  sort,  either  for 
forcing  or  outdoor  planting.

Very  dark  mahogany  red.  An  extra  fine  variety  that  commands

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Europa 

One  of  the  finest  whites.  It  comes  as  near  white  as  is  often 
found,  having  just  a shade  of  cream  on  the  lower  petals.  There  is  a 
quality  of  purity  about  the  beauty  of  this  flower  that  lifts  one’s 
thoughts  heavenward.  Pure  white,  with  just  a few  splashes  of  crim- 
son at  the  base  of  the  throat,  the  blossoms  often  numbering  19  and 
20  are  borne  on  stiff,  erect  stems.  The  double  row  of  florets,  with 
their  lavender  stamens,  surmounted  by  the  creamy  tubular  buds,  pro- 
duce an  effect  that  is  indescribably  beautiful.

Glory 

A very  strong,  hearty  grower,  with  a wide  open,  creamy  white 
blossom  of  medium  size,  having  the  edges  ruffled,  and  tinted  a deli- 
cate pink.  Lower  petals  shaded  creamy  yellow  with  a vivid  splash 
of  maroon.

Golden  King 

The  color  is  a bright,  glistening,  golden  yellow,  with  vivid  crim- 
son blotch  in  throat.  Good  judges  of  flowers  say  that  the  red  center 
makes  it  more  beautiful  than  if  it  were  all  yellow.  Six  to  eight  flow- 
ers are  usually  open  on  the  spike  at  one  time.  Each  spike  from  large 
bulbs  produces  from  21  to  23  of  the  large,  round,  broadly  expanded 
flowers,  which  are  neither  crowded  nor  too  far  apart  to  look  well. 
It  is  a very  rank  grower,  so  that  large  spikes  may  be  cut  and  still 
leave  plenty  of  foliage  for  maturing  the  bulb.

A medium  sized  flower,  set  quite  close  on  a wiry  stem,  16  to  18 
flowers,  with  3 to  5 open.  Color  a creamy  white  with  a pink  flush  on 
tips  of  petals  and  a heavy  maroon  blotch  on  two  lower  with  dark  yel- 
low shading.  Growth  3 to  4 ft.,  and  is  a faithful  bloomer  of  good 
variety.

A well-named  variety,  with  its  gorgeous  beauty.  The  stalk  is 
not  heavy,  rather  light,  but  the  fetching  flowers  of  cardinal,  splashed 
with  crimson  and  bright  yellow  atone  for  any  other  lack.  A very 
showy,  attractive  flower.

One  of  the  glads  that  everybody  loves.  In  our  ordinary  field  cul- 
ture without  petting,  they  throw  4 ft.  spikes,  with  a flower  head  20 
to  24  inches  long  having  18  to  20  blooms.  The  growth  is  slender  and 
wiry,  and  the  blossoms  alternate  up  the  stalk,  making  with  the  4 to 
6 open  blooms  and  as  many  more  long  red  buds,  a splash  of  color  that 
catches  every  eye.  Color  a bright  red  with  a tinge  of  yellow  lighten- 
ing to  pink  in  the  throat.  Lower  petals  have  markings  of  dark  red 
with  tinges  of  yellow  and  stipplings  of  maroon.

Mrs.  Frank  Pendleton,  Jr. 

A magnificent  variety.  White  flushed  enchantingly  with  peach- 
blow  pink,  and  having  heavy  blotches  of  dark,  rich  red  shading  down 
the  center  of  lower  petals  almost  to  black.  In  ordinary  field  culture 
with  us  it  grows  3 to  4 feet  tall,  with  medium  foliage.  An  all  around 
beauty — one  that  m ikes  the  visitor  stop  and  admire,  and  then  come 
back  and  admire  again.

Niagara 

The  finest  yellow  in  cultivation,  by  all  odds.  Growth  strong  and 
vigorous — 4 feet  tall  in  guod  soil — 16  to  18  blooms  on  a spike  12  to  16 
inches  long.  The  florets  are  wide  open— 4 to  4J4  inches  in  diameter 
— petals  broad  and  reflexed  at  the  ends,  with  a tendency  to  ruffle, 
giving  them  an  extremely  dainty  appearance.  Color  a soft  creamy 
yellow,  deepening  at  the  throat,  with  a few  lines  of  crimson  on  the 
two  lower  petals.  The  blooms  have  4 to  6 florets  open  at  a time,  with 
an  expanse  of  6 to  7 inches  across  the  head.

Panama 

The  most  beautiful  pink  yet  produced.  With  us  on  sandy  ground 
the  growth  is  not  as  heavy  as  on  clay  loam,  but  should  be  nearly  as 
strong  as  America,  of  which  it  is  undoubtedly  a seedling.  The  indi- 
vidual flowers— 4 to  4^  inches  in  diameter— are  a clear,  rosy  pink 
without  the  purplish  tint  that  is  in  America.  The  petals  in  sunshine 
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glisten  as  if  set  with  dewdrops.  The  stigmas  are  a dark  pink  and 
anthers  heliotrope.  The  back  of  the  petals  are  a much  deeper,  richer 
shade  of  pink,  with  streaks  of  the  same  dark  shade  on  the  inside  of 
the  lower  petals  up  from  the  throat.  This  beautiful  variety  took  first 
prize  at  the  last  Ohio  Gladiolus  Show  as  “the  most  beautiful  pink.”

One  of  the  grandest  varieties  ever  introduced.  The  flowers  are 
unusually  large,  almost  pure  white,  with  a delicate  lilac  feathering 
on  the  inferior  petals,  and  are  borne  on  a strong,  upright  spike.  For 
cutting  this  variety  is  unsurpassed,  as  the  flowers  keep  well,  and  if 
kept  in  water  the  buds  will  open  the  entire  length  of  the  spike.  The 
plant  is  strong,  with  broad,  rich  green  foliage.

Remittances  may  be  made  by  Post  Office  or  Express  Order,  Reg- 
istered Letter,  Draft  or  Check.  Postage  stamps  may  be  sent  for 
small  amounts.  No  orders  accepted  for  less  than  25  cents. 

Order  early,  before  planting  season  begins  if  possible,  while 
stock  of  each  variety  is  still  plenty.
